BUREAU  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS  AND  FARMS 

Bethesda,  Md.  Dr.  W.  E.  Cotton,  Superintendent 

This  station,  known  as  the  Experiment  Station,  contains  50  acres,  equipped  with  a laboratory  and 
other  buildings;  located  one-eighth  mile  west  of  Wisconsin  Avenue,  one  mile  from  District  of  Columbia 
line  and  8 miles  from  the  department;  conducts  studies  of  animal  diseases  both  independently  and  in 
cooperation  with  the  bureau  laboratories  in  Washington. 

Beltsville,  Md.  B.  F.  Brandon,  in  Charge 

This  farm,  designated  as  the  U.  S.  Animal  Husbandry  Experiment  Farm,  contains  1,330  acres,  equipped 
with  laboratory  and  other  buildings;  located  13  miles  from  the  department  and  one-fourth  mile  from  the 
Washington-Baltimore  Boulevard  at  Beltsville;  used  in  experiments  in  the  feeding  and  breeding  of  beef 
and  dual-purpose  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  goats,  and  poultry;  methods  of  controlling  animal  parasites  also 
studied  under  direction  of  the  Zooligical  Division.  Besides  the  land  owned,  about  1,000  acres  are 
rented. 


Ames,  Iowa.  Dr.  C.  N.  McBkyde,  in  Chakge 


This  station  consists  of  30  acres,  leased,  and  is  located  1J4  miles  north  of  Ames,  equipped  with  a tem- 
porary laboratory  and  other  buildings;  used  in  investigation  of  hog  cholera;  under  the  Biochemic  Division 
of  the  bureau. 

Miles  City,  Mont.  J.  R.  Quesenbeery,  in  Charge 

This  station,  known  as  the  U.  S.  Range  Livestock  Experiment  Station,  comprises  an  area  of  56,300 
acres,  acquired  by  act  of  Congress  of  April  15,  1924,  transferring  the  Fort  Keogh  Military  Reservation  to 
this  department.  Experimental  investigations  are  conducted  under  range  conditions  with  livestock,  in- 
cluding turkeys,  and  the  production  of  crops  in  connection  therewith;  methods  of  controlling  parasites 
of  horses  and  turkeys  are  also  studied  under  direction  of  Zoological  Division. 

Dubois,  Idaho.  John  M.  Cooper,  in  Charge 

The  U.  S.  Sheep  Experiment  Station  contains  44,810  acres,  28,160  acres  in  the  State  of  Idaho  having  been 
withdrawn  by  the  President  on  October  30,  1915,  and  16,650  acres  in  the  State  of  Montana  withdrawn 
by  Executive  Order  of  December  19,  1922.  Experiments  are  conducted  on  the  production  of  sheep  under 
range  conditions. 

Middlebury,  Vt.  Earl  B.  Krantz,  in  Charge 

The  farm  known  as  the  U.  S.  Morgan  Horse  Farm  comprises  952  acres,  435  of  which  were  donated  by 
Joseph  Battell,  February  1,  1907,  and  517  acres  were  purchased  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  4, 1917. 
The  premises  are  used  for  investigational  work  with  horses  and  sheep,  primarily,  with  a small  number  of 
dual-purpose  cattle,  and  hogs. 

Glendale,  Ariz.  Burt  W.  Heywang,  in  Charge 

This  station,  known  as  the  U.  S.  Poultry  Experiment  Station,  contains  10  acres  of  land  donated  by  the 
town  of  Glendale  in  1921.  Experiments  are  conducted  in  the  feeding  and  breeding  of  poultry  under  south- 
western conditions. 

Jeanerette,  La.  W.  R.  Dodson,  in  Charge 

This  station  contains  505  acres  of  land  held  conditionally  by  the  department.  Experiments  are  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureaus  of  Animal  Industry,  Dairy  Industry,  and  Plant  Industry,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Louisiana  State  Experiment  Station,  relating  to  livestock,  dairying,  and  forage  production,  including 
parasite  control,  in  the  cane-sugar  districts  of  the  Southern  States. 

McNeill,  Miss.  S.  W.  Greene,  in  Charge 

This  station  contains  approximately  1,100  acres  owned  and  620  acres  leased  by  the  Mississippi  State 
Experiment  Station,  which  are  set  aside  for  cooperative  investigations.  Investigational  work  with  beef 
cattle,  swine,  and  sheep,  including  feed  and  forage  production,  is  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Missis- 
sippi Experiment  Station,  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  and  the  Forest  Service.  Methods  of  controlling 
parasites  of  sheep  are  also  investigated  under  direction  of  Zoological  Division. 

UNITED  STATES  ANIMAL  QUARANTINE  STATIONS 

(These  stations  are  maintained  for  the  reception  of  cattle,  sheep,  other  ruminants,  and  swine  imported 
from  foreign  countries  under  department  regulations  which  require  that  they  be  held  until  it  can  be  deter 
mined  whether  they  are  free  from  disease.) 

For  the  port  of  Baltimore  (Dr.  R.  W.  Culbert,  in  charge,  102  Customhouse  Building);  At  Turner,  Md 
8 miles  from  Baltimore;  area,  17  acres;  equipment,  residence  for  caretaker,  two  cottages  for  cattle  attendants, 
and  bams  with  a capacity  of  300  cattle. 

For  the  port  of  Boston  (Dr.  A.  F.  Staub,  in  charge,  2002  Customhouse  Building):  At  Littleton,  Mass., 
30  miles  from  Boston;  area,  31%  acres;  equipment,  keeper’s  residence,  frame  barns  with  concrete  floors,  with 
a capacity  of  321  cattle  or  730  sheep  and  20  swine. 

For  the  port  of  New  York  (Dr.  J.  Fleming,  in  charge,  Clifton,  N.  J.):  At  Athenia,  N.  J.,  on  the  Erie 
Railroad,  16  miles  from  Jersey  City;  area,  52  acres;  equipment,  residences  for  the  superintendent  and 
helpers,  cottages  for  temporary  accommodation  of  cattle  attendants,  and  18  barns  of  brick  and  concrete 
construction  with  accommodation  for  about  600  cattle.
